Services  of  a 
student  body  secretary  are  vital 
at  this  time  of  the  year. 


Basketball  finances  have  been  up- 
set by  the  long-cursed  depression. 
When  the  ladies’  gym  was  bronght 
into  use  for  league  games,  approxi- 
mately $3,500  w^s  taken  in.  Last  year 
receipts  for  the  three  home  series  to- 
talled only  $1,400.  A new  gym  would 
make  the  waxed  floor  sport  an  asset. 
And  make  it  possible  for  every  student 
to  see  those  thrilling  games  on  his 
activity  card.  Those  200  extra  seats 
on  the  west  end  of  cramped  ladies’ 
gym,  however  help  the  present  con- 
dition. 


I’m  thankful  to  those  rare  souls  on 
our  faculty — teachers  who  can  inspire. 
They  do  not  rely  on  artificial  goads, 
or  thr<aten  their  students  into  mental 
exertion.  Blessed  with  a penetrating 
insight  into  their  subject  and  possess- 
ed with  a sincere  love  of  it,  they  in- 
spire their  students  to  creative  thought 
Learning  under  them  becomes  rich 
adventure.  The  mark  is  not  the  prime 
motivation.

IN  SPECIAL  POLL 

Officers  Win  By  Close  Votes; 
One-Fourth  of  Students 
Go  To  Polls 


Moreho  Allred  and  Shirl  Swenson 
were  elected  secretary  and  cheer 
leader  of  A.S.B.Y.U.  respectively,  in 
special  student  body  elections  held 
Wednesday  in  Room  D. 

Preliminary  elections  were  dispens- 
ed with  because  of  the  few  nomina- 
tions submitted.  The  final  results 
showed  Moreho  Allred  led  Kathryn 
Sundwall,  the  only  other  nominee,  by 
243  to  207  votes.  Shirl  Swenson  was 
elected  with  163  votes  as  compared  to 
145  for  Kay  Hammond  and  142  for 
John  Dalton. 

This  special  election  was  necessi- 
tated by  vacancies  left  by  Leola  Green 
and  Jay  Schofield  who  did  not  return 
to  Young  this  quarter.  Less  than  a 
fourth  of  the  student  body  expressed 
their  opinion,  as  only  450  votes  were 
cast  from  an  enrollment  of  over  2000 
students.

Browne  Voices  Plea 
For  Fight  Against 
Dark  Age  Return

stition and  fear?”  asked  Dr.  Lewis 
Browne,  noted  author  and  lecturer,  of 
Brigham  Young  university  students  in 
assembly!

Vividly  picturing  the  decay  of 
Rome,  Dr.  Browne  predicted  such  a 
fate  for  the  present  civilization  unless 
the  world  can  rid  itself  of  the  “slave’ 
complex,  and  break  down  the  barriers 
of  Nationalism  and  racial  prejudice. 

"The  world  must  crack  or  we  must 
be  destroyed.”  asserted  Dr.  Browne.

“It  is  up 
to  these  countries  to  take  the  lead  in 
the  fight  against  a second  Dark  Ages.”

Bobcats  Bring  Strong  Team  For

The  possibility  that  Captain  Jay 
Whitman  may  be  out  of  this  week’s 
hoop  series  sent  Cougar  basketball 
stock  skidding  downward  today  as  B.

Of  the 
five,  only  Vavich  and  Dorya  are  like- 
ly to  be  recalled  by  Cougar  fans,  with 
Dorya,  a mere  six  foot,  four  inch  tall, 
especially  remembered  for  a couple  of 
fine  guarding  games  last  season. 

The  Cougars  demonstrated  their 
mettle  last  Saturday  by  their  cool  per- 
formance in  that  hectic  struggle  with 
the  Utes.  Just  how  much  the  possible 
absence  of  Whitman’s  brilliant  lead- 
ership and  coolness  will  hurt  the  Y 
is  difficult  to  say.  Black,  who  has  un- 
derstudied Whitman  diligently  this 
season,  needs  only  experience  and 
seasoning  before  he  is  ranked  in 
Whitman’s  class.  Giles  and  Cannon 
have  demonstrated  their  ability  to  go 
best  when  the  going  is  tough,  while 
Crowton,  who  “poker-faced”  it  clear 
through  his  intimate  friendship  with 
Paul  Callis  last  week,  could  team  with 
four  prep  school  players  against  Den- 
ver A.  C.  and  make  the  fans  think 
that  he  was  confident  of  victory.

Council  Acts  To 
Change  Hours  Of 
Student  Dances 


Going  on  record  as  favoring  the 
commencement  of  evening  dances  at 
9 p.  m.,  the  student  council  Monday 
authorized  President  Roy  Broadbent 
to  meet  with  the  faculty  social  com- 
mittee and  seek  to  effect  the  change 
in  the  dance  schedule. 

For  many  years  it  has  been  the  cus- 
tom at  Brigham  Young  university  to 
conduct  student  body  dances  from 
8:30  to  11:30  p.  m.  There  has  been 
mild  resentment  expressed  from  time 
to  time  and  last  year  the  council  a- 
greed  that  a change  in  time  was  de- 
sirable. But  this  is  the  first  official 
action  ever  taken  by  the  officers  as  a 
group. 

Broadbent  enumerated  the  reasons 
for  the  suggested  change  as  follows: 
1,  The  time  from  9 to  12  is  the  normal 
and  universal  time  for  dances;  2,  A 
half  hour  is  lost  at  each  dance  be- 
cause no  one  arrives  before  9 o’clock; 
3,  The  change  in  time  will  do  much 
toward  eliminating  the  after  dance 
dates  which  have  plagued  boarding- 
house keepers. 

“The  issue  was  forced  when  the 
dance  after  the  basketball  game  Fri- 
day was  cut  short  at  11:30,”  said 
Broadbent,  “allowing  only  two  hours 
of  dancing.  I hope  the  social  com- 
mittee will  react  favorably.”

The  Y News  this  week  carries  an  article  telling  of  a student 
council  move  to  change  the  customary  time  of  student  dances.  As 
the  situation  now  stands,  the  change  has  been  proposed  by  the 
council  and  the  proposition  referred  to  the  faculty  social  committee 
for  consideration. 

A change  of  only  a half  hour  in  the  time  for  holding  dances 
seems  a small  thing.  But  oftentimes  tradition-encrusted  actions 
loom  large  and  become  well-nigh  impregnable.  And  our  dance 
hours,  have  become  so  custombound  that  the,  time  could  not  be  ex- 
tended in  a special  case  last  Friday  night  when  dancing  did  not  be- 
gin until  9 :30  p.  m.

Perhaps  the  only  reason  is  that  long-used  excuse,  “It  has 
been  customary.” 

The  social  committee,  always  cooperative  with  the  student 
body,  should  not  be  mandatory  on  this  problem.  If  they  view  the 
proposition  fairly,  and  with  an  eye  to  student  desires,  they  will 
surely  arrive  at  d.  positive  decision.  In  that  case,  the  next  student 
body  dance  will  begin  at  9 p.  m.  and  continue  until  12  o’clock.

“We  Sagebrush  Folks,”  the  first 
prose  work  of  Annie  Pike  Greenwood, 
former  B.Y.U.  student,  has  been  giv- 
en high  ranking  in  last  year’s  non-fic- 
tion field  by  American  critics,  accord- 
ing to  Miss  Alice  L.  Reynolds  of  En- 
glish literature.

Coach  Romney’s  championship-boumi  Cougars  took  two  steps 
toward  the  western  division  title  last  week  end  when  they  trounced 
a ragged  Utah  team  Friday  night  54-25  and  then  exhibited  a superior 
scoring  punch  Saturday  night  to  down  a much  improved  and  in- 
spired band  of  Redskins  56-53. 

A large  crowd  jammed  the  ladies’* 
gyms  both  nights.

Although  Ralph  Crowton  was  watch- 
ed by  Callis  like  a hen  with  only  one 
chick,  the  freshman  star  was  able  to 
draw  the  Utah  defense  out  of  posi- 
tion frequently  to  allow  Giles  and 
Cannon  easy  shots  at  the  hoop.  Des- 
pite the  close  guarding  he  accounted 
for  8points,  making  him  third  high 
scorer  of  the  game,  outscored  only 
by  Giles  and  Cannon. 

Utes  Improve 

In  Saturday’s  game  Utah  was  rustl- 
ing the  ball  nicely  and  hitting  the 
hoop  with  some  degree  of  regularity. 

With  Cannon  suffering  from  a charley 
horse,  Kinner  was  able  to  control  the 
tipoff  three-fourths  of  the  time.  The 
control  of  the  tipoff  coupled  with 
their  inspired  playing  kept  Utah  prac- 
tically on  even  terms  with  the  high- 
scoring  Cougars  although  they  were 
out  in  front  only  once  in  each  half 
and  then  only  momentarily. 

Crowton’s  good-natured  shadow, 

Paul  Callis,  was  not  so  successful  in 
keeping  the  Y phenom  under  control 
the  second  night  and  the  lanky  star 
scored  14  points.  Jay  Whitman’s  cool 
and  heady  generalship  was  a big  fact- 
or in'  both  “Y”  victories.  Cannon  was 
an  important  cog  in  the  “Y”  machine 
both  offensively  and  defensively  in 
both  games,  accounting  for  30  points 
and  holding  his  man  well  in  check.

Earl  Giles,  fighting  for  a regular 
berth  opposite  Ralph  Crowton,  prac- 
tically cinched  this  position,  perform- 
ing capably  and  scoring  33  points  in 
the  two  contests  to  go  into  a tie  with 
Cleo  Petty  of  the  Aggies  for  high 
scoring  honors  to  date. 

The  hard-fought  games  on  the  small 
floor  was  productive  of  excessive 
fouling  and  several  players  from  both 
teams  were  sent  to  the  showers  via 
the  four  personal-foul  route.
